F roblems in both the Husbands and Bliss 
Discovery's two recording tends} this whole 
item has become the Abstracts interview 
starring Mark Gibbons l guitar, occasional 
vocals, all the tunes and some lyrics) ,Paul 
Gardener (drums) ,Jez Randall (vocals and some 
lyrics), and Martin Pearce (bass). The Abst- 
racts were formed around the nucleus of Gibb- 
ons and Randall during the third week of 
June 1979 on a sunny Wednesday afternoon. 
Gibbons had been in the Leamington band The 
Subterraneans which he didn't want to mention 
"as it might put people off” . With the aid of 
The Ideal husbands they started gigging, The 
Husbands providing the initial Abstracts 
rhythm section until Paul Gardener, an ex- 
Deadly Toy came along and finally Martin “a 


lyrics that make you think '"Good old serious 
fun again 1" . They admit to being very out of 
touch with what's going on in the music biz. 
They are all unemployed except Jez and can't 
afford instruments let alone records and music 
papers. "The nearest place to see a .'efecent gig 
is Coventry and That’s 20 miles away and you 
need a car to get there. All you can do in 
Stratford is drink. " Gigging is a terrible 
problem for them. If the gig is outside Strat- 
ford they inevitably have to hitch to the gig, 
run through the set and learn new songs at 
soundchecks - the only time they can rehearse.

Why do you make a loss? Because fanzines are all cheap and nasty little things 
aren't they and no one in their right mind would pay more than 20p for that little rag 
would they? Thing is ,if it costs 30p to print a few page mag you probably will have 
trouble selling it unless you charge the same price or less for, it. There are other co3ts 
to take into account such as transport -and materials but these should be minimal with a 
bit of scrounging. I bought a long-arm stapler for £.10 but you can us© a normal 3tapler 
if you staple down the edge. Don't print too many of the first issue as you don't know how 
well it will sell. I got 100 copies of AS no. I done - which was 12 pages photocopied and 
cost me £25 {18 months ago). We sold out so got another 100 done.

Hansons has Shut down and the others seemed u 
to lose their taste for the hard-to-get 
independant singles (we all know some of the ^ 
best records are on small labels don't we). 
Then late last year a new record shop opened 
it was more of a stall as part of Inter shop ja 
trendy market (hands up those who thought 
Intershop was a freezer centre). It is run by 
Mr. Chris Kingham and his skinhead assistant 
and it has turned out to be one of the best 
record shops in Coventry. 

Anyway to get to the point.it was sugg- 
ested by the manager of The Silence (another 
mention - you can put this page in your scrap- 
book lads) that I write something on this shop 
so here you are. 

Chris said he originally wanted to set up 
a tape bar, selling all kinds of tapes to the 
masses and asked in Inter shop about the possib- 
ilities. He was on the dole at the time but had 
about £1300 saved up towards a house so with 
that he bought a selection of tapes from TDK 
and Sony and a (very) few shop fittings from 
someone out of the yellow pages. He had £900 
left and it was quickly suggested that he 
start selling records too. He did. He contacted 
a variety of retailers and ended up with a . 
selection of oldies and newies. At first he had 
a lot of chart stuff then he got in touch with 
Inferno who deal with mainly independant record 
records 


A badge/ patch dealer also started 
supplying him with stuff and Chris says this 
takes up a fair proportion of his sales. 
Especially last year with two-tone tribal gear 
Chris gets some records sale or return, or he 
swops unsold records for different ones. In 
this way he doesn't get stuck with too much 
'surplus. They get in quite a few import albums 
which often have an extra track to the English 
.version and , supri singly .are cheaper. 

As the indie records sold well Chris has 
got in more and more and ,.drppp«d nearly all 
the chart records. It is the best shop in 
Coventry for small label stuff no question. 
More recently Chris has been selling rare
